UPON  the  rc-organizatioii  of  the  Society,  in  January,  1889,  the 
newly- elected  Council  was  conl'rontL'd  with  many  important  mat- 
ters which  pressed  for  attention.  These  are  enumerated  in  the 
President's  Address  to  the  Council  on  14  January,  1880,  which  was 
referred  to  a  Committee,  of  wliich  the  Rev.  Andrew  P.  Peahody, 
D.D.,  LL.D.,  was  Cluiirnian.  Acting  upon  the  recommendation  of 
that  Committee,  the  Council  passed  the  following  order  on  5  Feb- 
ruary, 1881)  :  — 

Ordered,  That  a  .Special  Committee  of  three  members  of  the  Society  be 
ap])ointed,  to  be  known  as  the  Committee  on  the  liolls  of  Membership, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  prepare  complete  lists,  in  cln-onological  and  alpha- 
betical order,  of  the  names  of  all  persons  that  have  ever  been  actually 
members  of  this  Society,  and  to  submit  said  lists  to  the  Council,  with  such 
recommendations  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

The  Committee  at  once  addressed  itself  to  its  work,  and  during  the 
three  years  and  more  Avhich  liave  since  elapsed  lias  labored  assiduously 
to  discharge  faithfully  the  arduous  -duty  assigned  to  it.  The  existing 
manuscript  and  printed  Lists  of  ^fembers  proved,  on  inspection,  to  be 
£0  thoroughly  untrustworthy  that  they  were  cast  aside,  and  the  enumera- 
tion here  i)resented  was  made  de  novo  from  the  manuscript  records  of  the 
Society.  This  laborious  })art  of  the  Committee's  work  was  undertaken  by 
Mr.  Clarke,  who  also  conducted  an  extensive  correspondence,  by  which 
many  obscure  points  were  made  clear,  and  the  full  name  of  every  member 
of  the  Society  recovered  and  preserved. 

Mr.  Edes  has  had  entire  charge  of  the  press,  and  is  the  responsible 
Editor  of  the  Rolls  after  they  left  Mr.  Clarke's  hands.  The  List  of 
Ofhcers,  1845-1802,  was  compiled  by  ^fr.  Edes  ;  and  the  Indexes 
of  Officers,  Members,  and  Places  have  been  made  under  his  personal 
supervision  and  at  his  private  expense. 

Dr.  Brown  has  paid  attention  especially  to  that  part  of  the  work 
which  dealt  with  the  academic  honors  of  our  members ;  and  none  but 
his  associates  know  how  difficult  and  perplexing  his  task  has  been. 
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The  Librarians  of  llic  principal  Colleges  in  tlie  New-England  and 
^liddlc  States  have  taken  great  interest  in  this  work,  and  have  rendered 
much  and  valuable  aid.  Mr.  Charles  A.  Cutter  of  tlie  Boston  Atlie- 
iiiEum,  Mr.  AVilliani  H.  Tillinghast  of  the  Harvard  College  Librai-v, 
]\Ir.  Edmund  M.  Barton  of  the  American  Antiquarian  Society,  and  Mr. 
John  M.  Comstock,  Editor  of  the  Dartmouth  College  General  Catalogue, 
have  been  unceasing  in  their  courtesies  and  in  kind  attention  to  constant 
inquiries.  Not  a  few  members  of  the  Society,  and  especially  Mr.  John 
Ward  Dean,  V^w  Willi  am  Blake  Trask,  the  Bev.  Edmund  Ear^^'ell 
Slaftcr,  D.I).,  and  Mr. -Benjamin  liarstow  Torrey,  have  materially  aided 
the  Committee  in  its  work  ;  while  the  service  rendered  by  Mr.  Henry 
Ernest  Woods,  the  cflicient  Secretary  of  the  Library  Committee,  has 
been  so  constant,  intelligent,  and  indisi)ensable,  and  his  interest  so 
persistent,  that  the  Committee  cannot  refrain  from  recording  liere  its 
cordial  a[)preciation  and  its  special  acknowledgment  of  his  work. 

To  one  other  of  our  Fellows,  the  Society  as  well  as  the  Committee 
owes  a  lasting  debt  of  gratitude.  Had  it  not  been  for  his  generous  and 
genuine  interest  in  this  undertaking  it  would  have  been  impossible  to 
present  results  at  all  comparable  with  the  Connnittee's  comi)leted  work. 
Mr.  John  Wilson  ])laced  at  our  service  the  entire  resources  of  the 
University  Press.  When  it  is  remembered  that  these  Bolls  bear  nearly 
thi'ce  thousand  names,  that  they  are  here  ])rinted  entirely  in  ca|)ital 
letters,  and  that  all  were  put  in  type  at  once,  and  kept  standing  for 
more  than  a  year  without  extra  charge  to  the  Society,  the  extent  of  those 
resources  and  the  value  of  i\[r.  Wilson's  contribution  to  this  work,  which 
has  had  his  personal  supervision  throughout,  will  be  readily  understood 
and  appreciated. 

Li  the  autumn  of  1889  the  Council  granted  the  Committee  on  the 
Rolls  leave  to  report  in  print.  Li  order  to  avail  of  the  criticism  of 
subscribers  and  readers  of  the  Register  before  printing  the  Rolls  in  the 
form  in  which  they  are  now  presented,  the  Council  passed  the  following 
order  on  2  February,  1891 :  — 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Printing  and  Stationery  cause  to  be 
printed  .  .  .  the  Rolls  of  Membership  of  the  Society,  said  Rolls  to  be  pub- 
lished in  whole  or  in  part,  either  in  the  Regtsteii  or  in  a  separate  publication 
or  both,  as  the  said  Committee  shall  determine. 

The  Resident  Roll  appeared  in  the  April  (1891)  number  of  the 
Registrr,  the  Honorary  Roll  and  the  Corresponding  Roll  in  tlie  July 
number,  and  the  Indexes  in  the  October  number.  Extra  copies  of  the 
Rolls  were  sent  to  prominent  persons,  well  qualified  for  such  service,  in 
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Europe  as  well  as  in  various  parts  of  the  United  States,  inviting  their 
criticism  and  corrections.  The  responses  were  prompt  and  the  correc- 
tions nnnierous  and  valuable,  and  vindicate  the  wisdom  of  tlie  order 
I)roviding  for  tlie  tentative  publication. 

Tn  1870-71  a  subscription  of  about  815,000  was  raised  to  buy  and 
roniudel  the  Society's  House  in  Somerset  Street.  Of  the  subscribers 
many  who  were  not  previously  members  of  the  Society  were  admitted 
to  Jtesident  ^Membership.  At  tlie  Stated  fleeting-,  held  0  April,  1870, 
oil  motion  of  ^fr.  William  B.  Towne,  the  following  vote  was  passed, 
wliich  accounts  for  the  unusually  large  number  of  accessions  to  the  list 
of  Life  jMembers  during  that  pei'iod  :  — 

Voted,  Tliat  all  Kesident  ^[embers  who  have  or  may  contribute  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  dollars  or  up\vards  to  the  Building  or  Publication  Fund  of 
this  Society  shall  be  enrolled  Life  JMembers,  and  shall  ever  after  be  exempt 
from  aumial  assessment. 

On  31  i^farch,  1874,  the  Board  of  Directors,  by  resolution,  declared 
Cyrus  Wakefield,  Isaac  Rich,  M.  Day  Kimball,  and  Thcron  J.  Dale, 
subscribers  to  the  Building  Fund,  —  all  of  wdiom  had  deceased  before 
accepting  in  writing  their  Election  as  Resident  Members,  as  required 
by  the  Constitution,  —  to  have  been  Resident  Members.  This  action  has 
been  generally  regarded  by  those  who  had  cognizance  of  it  as  illegal ; 
the  Committee,  being  unanimously  of  the  same  opinion,  has  omitted 
their  names  from  the  Roll. 

The  present  code  of  By-Laws,  adopted  2  ^lay,  1S88,  makes  no  provision 
for  a  separate  class  of  Life  ^Tembers  ;  but  under  it  Resident  Members  may 
commute  their  Annual  Dues  by  the  payment  at  one  time  of  Thirty  Dollars. 
Those  members  who  have  availed  of  this  privilege  are  indicated  in  the 
Rolls  l)y  the  expression  "Fees  Commuted."  The  present  code  also  pro- 
vides that  Resident  Members  removing  from  New  England,  and  Corre- 
sponding Members  removing  into  New  England  shall  cease  to  be  JMembers. 
Tliis  provision,  however,  has  been  declared  by  the  Council  to  be  not  retro- 
active. Under  some  fornu'r  codes  the  provision  for  forfeiture  was  either 
different  or  lacking,  consequently  the  names  of  a  few  persons  residing 
in  New  England  will  still  be  found  among  those  of  our  oldest  living 
Corresponding  Members ;  and  the  Resident  Roll  bears  the  names  of 
others  who  live  beyond  the  borders  of  New  England.  S 

The  Rolls  as  here  presented  are  believed  to  contain  the  name  of  every 
person  who  has  ever  been  a  member  of  the  Society  prior  to  1  January, 
1892,  with  the  date  of  his  election.  As  these  Rolls  are  intended  to  be 
an  othcial  record,  it  seemed  to  the  Committee  proper  to  append  to  each 
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name  all  the  academic  degrees  to  M  hich  ilic  bearer  of  it  was  entitled, 
except  A.B.  when  followed  by  AJI.,  and  D.I],  ^vheu  followed  bv  D.D.  In 
the  Honorary  Roll  and  the  Corresponding  Roll,  an  attempt  has  been  made 
to  indicate  such  of  the  principal  learned  Society  honors  conferred  upon 
our  members  as  can  be  expressed  by  initial  letters.  This  course,  for 
various  reasons,  lias  not  been  practicable  in  dealiug  with  the  Resident 
RoH.  The  title  of  Reverend"  is  appended  in  parentheses  to  the  names 
of  clergymen  wlio  have  not  received  the  degree  of  D.B.  or  D.I).  The 
titles  of Honorable  "  and  "Esquire"  and  military  and  naval  titles  arc 
omitted,  except  that  olHcers  of  the  regular  Army  and  Navy  arc  desiguated 
by  the  proper  initials. 

All  Residences  are  in  Massachusetts  unless  the  contrary  is  stated, 
and  arc  those  of  members  at  the  time  of  their  electiou.  Villages  and 
Post-offices  are  not  recognized,  except  those  within  the  municipal  limits 
of  Boston. 

Nearly  forty  years  ago  W\\  Henry  Steveus  wrote :  "  If  you  arc 
troubled  with  a  pride  of  accuracy  and  would  have  it  completely  taken  out 
of  you,  print  a  catalogue."  The  Committee,  while  not  unmindful  of  the 
truth  of  W\\  Stevens's  observation,  has  spared  no  ])ains  in  its  endeavor 
to  approach  as  nearly  as  possible  to  an  accurate  and  complete  per- 
formance. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  notes  the  gratifying  fact  that  it  is  aljle 
to  send  forth  these  lists  with  the  name  of  the  venerable  Dr.  Lucius 
Robinson  Paige,  who  was  the  first  associate  elected  by  the  Founders  of 
the  Society,  still  standing  at  the  head  of  the  Resident  Roll.  Since 
21  January,  1845,  —  a  j)eriod  of  nearly  half  a  century,  —  the  honored 
name  of  Dr.  Paige  has  dignified  Ihe  fellowship  of  this  Society,  whose 
members  hold  him  in  reverent  and  affectionate  regard.

The  Fifth  Article  of  the  Constitution,  adopted  17  December,  1844,  provided  for  one  Vice-President. 
On  4  Octolier,  1S54,  a  new  Article,  providing  for  ''a  Vice-President  for  each  of  the  New  England  States, 
and  for  such  other  of  the  United  States  as  the  Society  may  by  vote  determine,"  was  adopted  in  place  of 
Article  5,  repealed.  On  6  December.  1S54,  the  Society  voted  that  the  Vice-Presidents  for  other  than  New- 
England  States  should  be  styled  Honorary  Vice-Presidents.  Tlie  first  phiral  election  occurred  7  February, 
1855.  The  office  of  Honorary  Vice-President  was  abolished,  2  May,  iS!ili,  by  the  adoption  of  the  present 
By-Laws.
